Advantages 
Seen 
In Small Towns

Babson 
P ark, 
Mass.,— D uring 
the m onth of Ju n e m any 
im p o rt­ 
an t forecasts have been m ade by 
scientists in connection w ith the 
graduating exercises of the 
169 
engineering schools of the U nited 
States. Som e of these seem fa n ­ 
tastic; b u t if w e will look back 
50 years and com pare the things 
which we have ^loday w ith w hat 
we had 50 years ago. these fore­ 
casts will not seem strange. 
T hus far w e have been able to 
insulate against heat, cold, sound, 
light and even atom ic waves. We, 
how ever, h ave been un ab le to in ­ 
sulate against gravity. Som eday 
this secret will be discovered. It 
can ge applied to 
hundreds 
of 
things from stair treads to a ir­ 
planes. It naturally will be rath e r 
bearish upon the stocks of cer­ 
tain com panies and 
bullish 
on 
others. 
We are hearing of all kinds of 
practical uses for atom ic energy: 
but the one th at seems m ost rev o ­ 
lutionary is its use in blow ing off 
m o untain tops and in redirecting 
ocean currents. This would open 
the w ay for vast changes in w ea­ 
ther conditions m aking the arid 
parts of this country and, in fact, 
the world blossom like 
a 
rose. 
This m ight m ake new irrigation 
projects unnecessary. 
What We Eat 
In the years ahead we certainly 
will have “no 
w o rld ” 
or 
One 
World. Bellying th a t we then will 
have One World, we m ust assum e 
that there will be no tariffs nor 
fu rth e r talk 
about 
nationalism . 
T hen our food 
will 
be 
raised 
w here 
God 
intended 
it 
to 
be 
raised which is the only w ay th a t 
world peace can 
be 
established 
and m aintained. If such a system 
w ere adopted at once, it could r e ­ 
duce the cost of agricultural p ro ­ 
ducts 50 per cent. F u rth erm o re, if 
the homes, schools and food a d ­ 
vertisers would cooperate to get 
the A m erican people to eat w hat 
and as we should, we all would 
live to be IOO years old. 
Scientists tell us th at w ith e v ­ 
ery rainfall vitam ins and m in e r­ 
als are being w ashed 
from 
the 
soil. These flow down the stream s 
into the ocean. Hence, w hile the 
land and its products 
are 
con­ 
stantly getting poorer, 
the 
ocean 
and its products are constantly 
getting richer. Today the ocean is 
controlled only w ithin th ree miles 
of the different countries w hich 
it borders. W hen w e 
have 
One 
World, this control will apply to 
the entire ocean. With the sam e 
attention given to th e fisheries as 
is now given to agriculture, the 


products of the ocean could sup­ 
ply sufficient proteins to every 
man, woman and child 
on 
the 
earth. 
Clothing And Shelter 
The weaving of cloth w ill in 
all probability be 
elim inated 
in 
the not too distant future. All of 
our clothing, rugs and upholstery 
will be m ade the sam e as paper 
is m ade today. R aincoat m a n u ­ 
facturers are already using such 
m aterial. O ur new 
houses 
will 
som etim e 
be 
prefabricated and 
would be today w ere it not. for 
the crazy rules of 
labor 
unions 
and the an tiq u ated building codes. 
Then th ere will be a reduction in 
the cost of living 
from 
which 
w agew orkers will get a real bene­ 
fit far exceeding anything which 
the union labor leaders have thus 
far given them. 
Before too m any years a start 
will have ben m ade tow ards us­ 
ing w ater and soil as fuel. W ire- 
les and television will have been 
developed so as to enable— for all 
practical 
purposes— th e 
in sta n ­ 
taneous transm ission or tra n sp o r­ 
tation of us as individuals. 
We 
will no longer need 
to 
take 
a 
train, autom obile or airplane for 
a conference a 
thousand 
miles 
away. We can get the sam e results 
by sitting in a television booth at 
or near our home. 
Im portanct Of Decentralization 
A nother very im p o rtan t devel­ 
opm ent will come w ith d ec en tra l­ 
ization. In fact, I have alm ost d e­ 
cided to devote the rest of m y life 
at aiding the decentralization of 
cities, industries and large educa­ 
tional institutions. Not 
only 
Is 
decentralization th e only defense 
against atom ic and bacteriologic­ 
al attacks, b u t it is fundam ental 
to efficient, economical and d em ­ 
ocratic living. W e. m oreover, must. 
not be content w ith these m a te ri­ 
al developm ents but m ake cer­ 
tain th a t we progres spiritually as 
well. The greatest need now is for 
better m ental m otivation.
